19. A compound according to claim 1 that is 1,4-Diaza-bicyclo[3.2.2]nonane-4- 
carboxylic acid 4-cyclohexyl-phenyl ester or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

20. A compound according to claim 1 that is 1,4-Diaza-bicyclo[3.2.2]nonane-4- 
carboxylic acid 4-bromo-phenyl ester or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof.
